Engineer Michael says there are two or three 
passengers who cannot recovered. They are 
at Greenwood and Somerset where surgeons’ 
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Hipress Messenger Jackson was sitting on a 
chair leaning against the side of the carinwhich 
Tee Withrow was killed. The car was struck 
with such force that the entire side was knock- 
ed out, dumping Jackson on the ground. He 
was badly but not fatally hurt. 

W. T. Roberts, mail agent,.was brought fo 
this city tonight from the scene of the wreck. 
He is badly hurt internally, besides having an 
arm: and leg broken. There were twenty-two 
passengers on board the north bound train, 
nearly all of whom were hurt, but some of 
them only slightly. No passengers were hurt 
on the south bound train. 

THE TERRIBLE CRASH. 

The scene at the time of the collision—the 
crashing together of the giant engines, the 
cars piled one upen another, some on fire, 
others crushed almost to Kindling wood, and 
above all the terrible consternation which pre- 
vailed among the passengers—all this can 
probably be better imagined than described. A 

_eritical view of the wreck showed that the 
engiues had crushed into one another until the 
driving wheels of one were driven tight against 
the cylinders of the other. The mail, 
baggage and smoking cars of No. 1 were burn- 
ed. The force of the collision can be seen 
from Conductor Bennett's statement that 
“the mail and smoking cars of my train went 
‘plumb’ through the baggage car until they 
met.’’ 

Of the coaches on the north bound train, 
the baggage car and the smoker were com- 
pletely wrecked, their remains rolling off at 
the east side of the fill. One end of the ladies’ 
day coach rested on top of the two engines 
while the other remained on the track. 
| It was in this ladies’ car that the greatest 
excitement prevailed. Piled as it was right 
on top of the two engines, it was not but a mo- 
meut before the car was filled with steam. The 
passengers, many of them ladies, were over-

not fifty feet away. All I remember is that it ran 
through my mind that I must get out as quick 
as possible, for I kuew nothing could be done 
to prevent the collision. I made a dive out 
the left side, and as I jumped I have an indis- 
tinct recollection of pushing Murphy, my 
fireman, off from the right side. I jumped as 
far as I could; it must have been fifty 
feet, and then rolled on down the em- 
bankment and through the barbed wire fence. 
About the orders: Iwas oiling my engine when 
my conductor came up with the orders, and 
reading them stuck them in my pocket, He 
read ‘Somerset,’ and after I got on my engine 
When 
I junped my outside clothes were torn off of 
me and my copy of the order was lost. -At the 
time of the collision we were running nearly 
sixty miles an hour. | 

Engineer Michaels has a room in Chatta- 
nooga which is as much his home as anywhere. 
It seems a miracle that he escaped death. He 
is considerably bruised, his left ankle being 
badly sprained and his face and head being 
cut. 

MR. FRANK REDD'S EXPERIENCE. 

Mr. Frank Kedd, of Atlanta, was in the 
smoker of the south bound train which was 
burned. ‘‘Our car was quite full of passengers,”’ 
he said. ‘“‘Probably one ta@ a seat. The 
shock was a slight” ene, not more 
than I have frequently felt in 
the coupling of cars, All was confusion in a 
minute. Somebody cried ‘collision’ and the 
way that car was cleared was a caution. I was 
the last one in the car, for I saw that we were 
on an embankment and thought it would be 
well te know what I wag doing. The whole 
front end of our car was knocked off and it was 
not leng before it caught fire from the mail 
coach. Of course the first thing we did was to 
help get the dead and -~weunded out of the 
wreck. Our mail agent, Roberts, had a leg 
and aarm broken, I believe. +The expressman 
on our train, Jackson, was quite badly bruised. 
Severance, a young postal ¢lerk, was uncon- 
scious and cannot live. Taylor, an engineer, 
was considerably scalded about the head and 
was brutsed, but is not dangerousty hurt. ‘The 
baggage master on our train was a heavy man 
aud it was with great difficulty that his 
body was moved from the burning baggage 
car. His throat was literally cut from ear to 
ear, probably by some heavy tru@#k. <A brake- 
man named Patton was in the ladies’ car of 
the north-bound train. He was badly scalded, 
and cut his wrists in breaking through the car 
windows, but made bis way to Greenwood, 
and was the first to carry news of the acci- 
dent. He had the operator telegraph particu- 
lars of the wreck to Somerset and other points 
by the way of Chattanooga. 

‘“‘After we had seen the dead and wounded 
removed to the places of comparative safety, 
about ten of us turned our attention to the un- 
injured cars. Of the north bound train only 
the sleepers were left on the track. Our train 
was in a little better shape, the ladies’ car and 
two sleepers being unhurt. The first three 
cars of our train had been telescoped and all 
three had caught fire. If something 
were not done these teo, would soon be burn- 
ing. Weuncoupled three cars from the ten- 
der, and by unifed effort succeeded in pushing 
them back about fifty feet. After this was done 
I started toward Greenwood, the nearest sta- 
tion, which was said to be about two and a half 
miles south. [ll bet it’s nearly twice 
that I have _a holy horror of  tun- 
nels, after my experience of Saturday. 
So I went over the tunnels instead of through 
them. I sent my telegram and then went 
back to the wreck and helped take the 
wounded to Greenwood, where they were as 
well cared ‘for as possible by the good 
peopie there. The railroad officials 
sent no help from the south side, 
and did nothing for the passengers, 
though I understand that help was sent from 
Somerset. The accident was a terrible one. 
Nobody can fully describe it, and I can assure 
you that I want no more of that sort of thing 
in mine.”’ | 

In the ladies car of the north bound train 
aud the smoker of the south bound, the great- 
ést injury was done by the escaping steam. 
The steam pipes, by means of which the cars 
are heated, burst at intervals, the reports sound- 
ing very much like the rattle of musketry.

Pope Leo XIfiI Celebrates His. 
Fiftieth Year in the Pulpit. 


A MAGNIFICENT DEMONSTRATION. 


The Thousands in Attendance—The Re- 
marks of King Humbert on 
- the Affair; Ete. _ 


ee ee ee = ly 


Rog, January 1.—The pontiticial mass to- 
day was a great snecess. Thousands of people 
thronged St. Peter's sqnare early ih the morn- 
ing, awaiting the opening of the cathedral. 
Sixty thousand admission tickets had been is- 
sued, and the cathedral was packed. The 
pope entered at 8:30 4. m., followed by the 
cardinals in procession. His heliness was re- 
ceived with loud and long continyed shouts of 
‘Jong live the pope.’”’. The music of the mass 
was deeply impressive, and many persons in 
the audience were affected. The pope blessed 
all present, and left the cathedral at 11 a. m., 
the whole audience expressing its joy by clap- 
ping hands, waving hats and handkerchieis, 
and enthusiastic acclamations. 

Later in the day King Humbert expressed 
himeelf toa deputation from parliament, as 
being highly eatisfied with the smoothness of 
the ceremony, which, he said, was the best 
proof of the pop®’s liberty in Rome. 

Forty-eight cardinals and 328 archbishops 
and bishops were present at raass, and it is es- 
timated there were thirty thonsand persons in 
the audience. The pope prayed for a long 
time in his private chapel, and then received 
the homage of the court of cardinals in the 
Sala Ducaie. While assuming the sacredotal 
vestments the pope was overcome with emo- 
tion, and fainted and strong salts were ad- 
ministered, and he soon returned to conscious- 
ness, Hethen ascended the gustatorial, and 
was borne on the shoniders of the sediari, at- 
tended by cardinals, into the cathedral. Just 
before he was fully vested for the altar, he 
again fainted, remaining unconscious a few 
minutes. Mass occupied twenty-eight min- 
utes. After pronouncing the benediction the 
pope again seated himself in the gestatorzial 
chair, and was borne completely around the 
altar to the capella del, sactamento, when he 
offered up the prayer of thanksgiving. Dur- 
ing the céremony the pope wore the a or 
ag presented to him by the Empcror Wil- 
liath. 

Two battalions of the iinc and a large num- 
ber of carbinieri, regulated the movements of 
the crowd at the cathedral, and a thousand 
policemen in plain clothes were stationed in- 
side the edifice. A few ladies fainted in the 
crush, but not an accident occurred.

Tle ceremonies 
were largely attended, and fervent enthusiasm 
was manifested. 

St. Paur, Minn... January 1.—The c-the- 
dral was packed to the doors today. the occa- 
sion being the celebration of the pope’s jubilee. 
Solemn mass with orchestral accoimpianment 
was celebrated by the pastor, Rey. John S. 
Hanley. The eulogy by Bishop Ireland was 
an eloquent and masterly effort. He declared 
that the pope was an ardent admirer of 
America, in which he beholds a land where 
civilization of the future is to be developed, 

. which presents a model to other nations 
ua its unrivaled constitution. The pope 
strongly sympathizes with the working classes. 

The bishop declared that the solution of the 
vexed Roman question is at hand, and will be 
met in the broadest manner by the pope,who is 
not as anxious for large territory limits as he 
is to have a certain territory of which he may 
be the sole sovereign. The bishop closed with 
an earnest appeal to his Protestant fellow-cit- 
izens to make the history and character of the 
Catholic church a study. 

PHILADELPHIA, January 1.—The golden ju- 
bilee of Pope Leo, XTEI, was celebrated with 
elaborate ceremonies in the cathedral of 
Saints Peter and Paul, in this city today. The 
heavy rainfall had no effect on the attendance, 
and when solemn pOntifical mass began, the 
vast building was filled to the doors.

Alexander G. Allage was celebrant of the 
mass. The archepiscopal throne was vacant 
Archbishop Ryan being sn Rome at the pres- 
ent time.

A Requisition Governor Scales will Not 
Honor. 

Rateicu, N. C,, January 1.—A few days 
since Governor Scales received a requistion 
from.

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A BLOODY FIGHT, 

In Which the Kellys Are Consid- 
erably Wersted. 
AVENGERS RUN DOWN THE MURDERER 
The Crimes With Which the Kelly Fami- 


ly Stends Charged—The U nrav- 
eling of the Pilot. 


Wicurra, Kas., January 1.~The Kelly 
family, the Qak City imitators of the famous 
Bender family, have been overtaken by swift 
and awful retribution, A posse of selfap- 
pointed avengers are said to have found them 
in Texas, whither they had fled from their 
ranch in ‘No Man’s Land,” and, inshe fight 
that ensucd, the mother and daughter were 
killed. The old man escaped, but the son, Bill, 
was caught and hanged. 

The horrible crimes charged against the 
Kelly family even surpass those of the notori- 
ous Bender family, and recall the juvenile 
stories of the giants, who, in ancient times, 
established themselves in some lonely spot 
and fed upon the bodies of unhappy travelers. 
They were believed to be respectable, 
honest and harmless people, and their ranch 
being on ‘the public road—or what 
goes as a public road—in that 
country, travelers stopped there almost 
every day to get something to eat, or, perhaps, 
anight’s lodging. The family consisted of 
Kelly, his wife, one son and a daughter, the 
children both, grown. Although illiterate, the 
were certainly cleanly and evidently lodustt 
ous. The news of their bloody work was first 
brought to the outside world by Mr. Charles 
Randolph, of Chicago, who was seen by your 


correspondent last week, and who gave an ac-- 


count of the finding of three bodies in the 
basement of the house. ‘‘The residence,’’ he 
said, “is located ten miles from Oak City, in 
No Man’s Land, and is a dugout with one 
room in it. In the centre of the floor 
they had constructed a trap door, which 
opened — a basement underneath. Their 
Practice ms to have been to sound 
their yictim and ascertain, as far as possible, 
the extent of his cash in hand. Then they de- 
liberately, it seems, prepared to dispose of him 
Either the father or the son, or in some case 
the daughter—who was not a_ bad-looking 
girl—carried on a conversation with the guest, 
while the mother prepared the meal. LEvery- 
thing being in readiness for the sacrifice, the 
victim was seated at the table, his chair being 
placed on the trap-door. Ata given signal the 
spring was touched and the anhayey traveler 


} would be thrown inte the basement, where, in 


the dark—if the fall did not break his neck— 
he could be dispatehed at pleasure. This is 
supposed to have been the modus operandi, 
for no one is known to have ever escaped from 
their clutches.’ 

‘‘For several months,” continued Mr. Ranh- 
dolph,. ‘‘mysterious disappearances had been 
quite common in the yicinity gf Oak Uity, but, 
although they had caused considerable com- 
ment, no attempt was made to trace the miss- 
ing persons, their absence being attributed to 
the bullet of a highwayman or a desperacio, so 
often met by the tonely traveler in some parts 
of that country. No suspicions, so far as I 
could learn, were ever directed to the Kelly 
family, and when, about the Ist of November, 
they disappeared, nothing was theught of it. 
But a week or so later a number of men, by 
mere accident, happened to enter the deserted 
dug-out. When they opened the door they 
were almost knocked down by the sickening 
steach which met their nostrils. They recog- 
nized it at once as coming from the de- 
composing body of & human being, and they 
proceeded to investigate. There was nothing 
in the room save the stench to excite suspi- 
cion, and they were rather mystified until one 
of them noticed the trapdoor. It was but the 
work of a moment to throw upthe trap, pro- 
cure a light and enter the dungeon of death. 
Almost underneath the hole through which 
the Kelly’s allowed their victims to drop, was 
the body ofa man. He had, doubtless, been 
killed by the fall. Continuing the search the 
astounded explorers found two other bodies in 
advanced stages of decomposition resting in 
one corner of the basement, but all were two 
far gone to be recognizable. Returning to 
Oak City they reported their find.”’ 

This was as far as the investigation had 
been carried.when Mr. Randolph left that part 
of the country, but last Saturday the corres- 
pondent met Mr. S. T. Gregg, a drummer for 
a St. Logis house, who was direct from Oak 
City, and who gavethe particulars of further 
discoveries which entitle the Kellys to the first 
place in the list of fiendish and atrocious mur- 
derers. 

“T have stopped at the Kelly house to get 
meals a number of times,’’ said Mr. Gregg, 
‘‘but I never saw anything suspiciousin the 
actions of the family. I was along there about 
the 10th of November and I missed them, but 
it was not until my last trip that I heard of 
their crimes. It seems that after the finding 
of the three bodies in the basement a 
large party was organized to look for 
other victims. A short distance from the 
hut was a stable and buried underneath 
this they found the bodies of four other per- 
sons, one of them being that of a woman. The

fear the barn, at a depth of about three feet, 
a body was found which was K hed 3K to be 
that of aman by the name of J. T. Taylor, 
who had been missing for some time. A few 
feet away from this the body of another man 
was discovered, and at the corner of the stable 
they found another man and a woman.

These stories created the liveliest kind of in- 
terest here in the movements of the fiendish 
family, so that when it was learned that Lewis 
Duncan, a sheep and cattle man living in ‘No 
Man’s Land’’ and near the southern border of 
Kansas, wasin the city and in possession of 
facts concerning the death of this notorious 
family, he was eagerly besieged by the curious.

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A MONSTER SERPENT. 


The Creature’s Abode in an Extinct Crater of 
New Mexico. 
San Marcian, N. M., January 1.—This 
tion of the country has been conside . 
aroused from time to time by the conflicting 
reports of Mexicans, who say that the extinct - 
crater to the east of the plain, known as the 
‘‘Jornado del Muerto,’’ about twenty-five 
miles trom this place, is the abodeof a monstee 
serpent, second in size only te that h 
reptile of the seas that has so often been 
spoken of by mariners and others. It is re- 
ported by some to be fully 100 feet in lenges 
and about two feet in circumference, bat 
probably the most trustworthy information is 
that given by a Mr. Alexander, who 
some mining perty in the San Andreas 
mountains, which lie to the east of the broad 
plain. Mr. Alexander says that he saw the 
serpent once while crossing the Jornado on 
the way to his mines. He was about half wa 
across the plain, jogging leisurely along beh 
his burro, dreaming of the immense wealth 
that he hoped to realize from his property, 
when suddenly the burro stopped, erected its 
long ears, wheeled quickly around and made a 
mad stampede in the opposite direction. Mr. 
Alexander was at a loss to account for this 
strange freak of the burro, and was 
to start in pursuit of the runaway when he 
chanced to look ahead. Then his eye 
gazed upon the monster. He was so es 
side himself with fear at first, he 
says, that his nerves were completely 
paralyzed, his hair stood on end, aud move he 
could not; he was rooted to the spot, and his 
eyes were fixed upon the serpent. It was about 
a quarter of a mile from him, and was travel- 
ing in the opposite direction—toward the cra- 
ter. He says it appeared to be about 60 feet

fore parts were of enormous size, its head Ue- 
ing fully as large as a barrel. A few feet be- 
hind the creature's head two large seales were 
visible which glittered in the sun like pal- 
ished shields; further back were two huge 
claws on either side, about two feet apart, 
which,were all the monster had in the shape 
of feet. The restof the body was compara 
tively small and tapering to the end of the tail, 
[t travelled at a rapid gait, sometimes ae 
its whole body from the ground, and walkes 
on its four claws. He watched it till it disap- 
peared over a littie hill, and thea he started 
to look after his burro. 

The Mexicans have the most deadly fear of 
the crater, and will not venture within miles of 
it, there being a popuiar tradition am ong them 
that it is the abod@of some terrible serpent. 
The Mexicans assert thaton one occasion &@ 
descent of the crater was made by three men, 
and as none of them eeturned, it was generally 
believed they were devoured by the monster.

TOOK A SNAKE FROM HIS STOMACH, 


Wonderful Surgical Operation Performed on 
a P. EK. I. Young Man. 


Hariax, January 1.—A wonderful surgical 
operation has been performed at Elksdale, P. 
E. I., by Dr. Devale. The patient,a young 
man, was suddenly seized last a with severe 
pains in the stomach. The complaint did not 
seem like neuralgia, and certainly it was not 
inflammation: The patient also experienced 
creeping crawlimg sensations in the stomach, 
Alternating with the pains there were violent 
convulsions. Altogether the case was a most 
violent one.. It was pitiful to behold the tezr- 
rible sufferings of the patient. 

The doctor did not at first understand it, but 
after carefully considering the symptoms he 
said: ‘*There is a living animal in that mans 
stomach, and I will take it out.”’ 

Accordingly, on the first of July, he proceed- 
ed to operate. He had diagnosed the animal 
to be located in the right plearic extremity of 
the stomach. An incision was made across 
the epigrastum. The stomach being contracted 
was overlapped by the liver. Accordingly, 
the latter first presgnted itself. The liver wag 
drawn up and carefully stitched tothe undes 
surface of the abdominal wall Then the 
stomach was drawn up to the edge of the in- 
cision and neatly stitched there. 

After a few days, to allow the stomach te 
form a conuection to its new locality, he opened 
the organ. 

Then a most remarkable sight was present 
ed. A @nake fully twelve inches long lay 
coiled up in the suspected locality. 

Having observed light through the stomach 
wall, it was ready for action. As soon as the 
opening in the stomach was made it sprang at 
the hand of the operator. Missing its aim, it 
changed its tactics. The attempt was made te 
escape by dashing through the pyleric orifice; 
but in this it was foiled, for the gallant op 
erator seized it by the tail and drew it back. 

Having eluded the grasp of the forceps, an 
attempt was made toescape into the cesopha- 

gus. lis pense ge there was not interrupted. 

Finally it emerged through the mouth, and 
the patient was thus relieved of his torment, 

and has completely recovered.

THE SAVANNAH R‘VER CONVENTION, 


The Movement Inaugurated by the People of 
Augusta, 

AvGuUSTA, January eg mer Pee gen- 
eral meeting of citizens was held in the ex- 
change on Wednesday morning for the pur- 
pose of making arrangements for a Savannah 
river convention. The meeting was a large 
and enthusiastic one, and almost every busi- 
ness interest in Augusta was represented. 
Speeches were made by Messrs Patrick Walsh, 
W.C. Sibly and John 8. Davidson, after 
which Congressman George T. Barnes fol- 
lowed in one of his plain and characteristic 
business talks, giving sound advice as to the 
means to be employed in securing the neces- 
ae appropriation. He advised Fates I 
statistics from all countiesin both Georgia an 
South Carolina bordering on and near the 
river. He thentold the meeting that the 
navigable portion of the Savannah river was 
equal to one-eighth of the navigable rivers in 
this country. : “ 

‘In 1861 there were ten steamers plying the waters 
of the Savannah, and at that time Augusia was the 
general distributing int for Georgia, upper South 
Carolina, North Carolia and Ea t Tenuessee. Your 
stream is one of the greatest in thiscountrv. It is 
navigable fora longer distance than the idson. 
There is no reason why Augusta shoul! not be a 
distributing point for western goods and goods from 
the West Indies. The Savannah can be improved 
at less expense than any river I know of, and we 
should see to it that it is done.”’ 

He concluded as follows: ‘‘Iam impressed 
with the certainty that if you will go to work, 
hold a meeting and get up statistics, and ex- 
plain the matter to the enyineer, and go before 
the board of engineers thoroughly equipped 
with facts, you will get something. 7 have 
great hopes of seeing this great highway of 
commerce opened, and see Augusta a great 
distributing point.’’

words, 773,(92: yerses, 31,173; chapters, 1189; books, 
sixty-six. The longest book in the Old Testament 
is Psalms, it having 150 chapiers; the shortest is 
Obadiah, it having but one chapter of only twenty- 
one verses. The longest books.in the New Tes‘a- 
ment are Mathew and the Acts, each of which con- 
sists of twenty-eight chapters, although Luke con- 
tains more verses and. words. Third John is the 
shortest, containing one chapter of fourteen verses 
and 296 words.. The longest chapter in. the Old 
Testament is the 11%th Psalm, which contains 176 
verses. The shortest chapter isthe 117th Psalm, it 
contains but two verses. The longest chapter in the 
New Testament is the first chapter of Luke; it con- 
tains eighty verses, the shortest is 1 John, first chap- 
ter, it contains ten verses. The longest verse in the 
Old Testament is the ninth verse of the eighth chap- 


ter of Esther, it contains ninety words composed of 
426 letters; the shortest verse is the tgenty-fifth 


verse of the first chaptcr of 1 Chronicles, consisting 
of twelve letters and three words. The midd:e 
verse is the eighth verse ot the 118th Psalm. The 
nineteenth chapter of 2 Kings and thirty-seventh 
chapter of Isaiah read alike. The 8th, 15th, 2istand 
Sist verses of the 105th Psalm arealike. The book 
of Job is the oldest book in the Bible, and the 21st 
verse of the 7th chapter of Ezra contains all the let- 
ters of the alphabet with the exception of “j.”

The pure arterial blood isdarkred. The Spanish 
expression ‘‘blue-blood,”’ like ‘‘true blue,” and sy- 
nonymous terms, refers toa purity ‘of standard by 
long training, the result being an elevated mental, 
moral and physical condition. The term blue blocd, 
in this country, is applied to those people who are 
the descendants of persons who have distinguished 
themselves in the history of the state or the coun- 
try. As ageneral ru'e, those who have the best 
claim to blue blood say the least about it. The pre- 
tensions of some persons to an honored ancestry 
are wholly fictitious, and can be easily refuted by 
those familiar with geneological records. The de- 
scendants of the Puritans of Massachusetts, the 
Knickerbockers of New Yorx, the English of Virgin- 
ia and the Huguenots of South Carolina, who are 
now in the sixth and seventh generations, represent 
the blue blood ofthis country.

The diet actually used by Dr. Banting was on ‘his 
vise: For breakfast, four or five ounces of beef, 
mutton, kidneys, broiled fish, bacon, or coki meat 
of Zany kind except pork, a large cup of tea 
without milk or sugar, a little biscuit or one ounce 
of dry toast. For dinner, five or six ounces of any 
fish except salmon, any meat except pork, any veg- 
etable except potato, any kind of poultry or game, 
one ounce of dry toast, fruit out ofa pudding, and 
two or three glasses of claiet, sherry or madiera; 
champagne, port and beer forbidden. For tea, two 
or three ounces of fruit, arusk and a cup of tca 
without milk or sugar. For supper, three or four 
ouncss of meat or fish, similar to dinner, with a glass 
ortwoof claret. He breakfasted between 8 and 9 
o'clock. dined between 1 and 2; took a tea meal be- 
tween 5 and 6, and had a supper at9. Under this 
treaiment he lost in a little more than a yer forty- 
six pounds of weight, and rednced the girth around 
his waist twelve and a quarter inches. Prior to his 
dieting, Dr. Banting could not stoop to tie bis 
shoes, aud was compelled to go down stairs back- 
wards to save the jar of increased weight upon the 
ankle and knee joints, while for twenty years he 
had worn knee bandages, 


A YEAR OF ACCIDENTS. 


The Frightful Record of the Past Twelve 
Months. 
From the Albany Journal. 

The year 1887 has been especially prolific in 
casualties resulting in large icss of lice. In the first 
nine weeks of the year this,country was three times 
startled by railroad horrors which m dca deep im- 
pression. The collision on the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad near Tiffin, Ohio, by which 19 lives were 
lost, the White river bridge disaster on the Vermont 
Central, where 37 pe sons perished miserably, and 
the ‘‘tin bridge’’ horror on the Boston and Provi- 
dence railrcal, with 30 killed—this terrible sacrifice 
was required to arouse public sentiment and secure 
legislation ina number of states looking to the abo- 
lition of the deadly car stove. The Chatsworth. 
I)l., disaster, when 79 lives were lost and hundreds 
of persons wounded, and the Kouts, Ind., wreck 
with 20 victims, strengthened the feeling which had 
already expressed itself in law that the car stove 
‘must go.”’ 

The oil train disaster at St. Thomas, Ont., when 
tvelve persons were killed, and the death of fifteen 
Italian railroad workmen near Hoboken, N. J.—a 
train suddenly dashing down upon them in a narrow 
pass—are among the curious accidents of the year. 
The usual a of awful marine disasters was re- 
ported. Pe psitis well that short cablegrams 
such as “Chinese junk wrecked while bound for 
Siam; 600 drowned,’’ coming to us from such distant 
points, fail to impress with the real horror of these 
calamities. The loss of the steamer Champlain, 
which burned on Lake Michigan with twenty-two 
persons, shocked this country more than the loss of 
600 Chinamen. The earthquakes in Italy and 
southern France in February were very disastrous, 

Earthquakes and a volcano in Mexico caused 
death in a way rarely experienced in this country. 
Burning theaters and hotels, mine explosions, land 
slides and falling buildings round outa sad list of 
casualties for the year 1887. Caution and foresight 
are traits of character that the human race pay be 
learning through the bitter experience recorded in 
another column. In comparing tho casualties of 
one year with another it is dificult to believe that 
the improvement is material.

The Career of the Most Noted Duclist in the 
Gulf States. 
From Town Topics, 


Mrs. Clement C. Clay, widow of -the noted 
Alabama senator captured with Jeff Davis, was con- 
cerned with the most famous duelist the south ever 
produced in the person of Alexand® McClellan 
He was a native of Kentucky, who for many years 
was prominent in politics and soc'ety. He was an 
exquisite in dress and manners, a brilliant speaker 
and a writer of tremendous power, possessing the 
keenest wit and sa His attacks upon the Van 
Buren administration gave hima national celeb- 
rity. 

He killed 3 great many men during his creer. 
As aninstance of his deadiiness, for he always 
killed the man he fought, may be mentioned his 
duel with General Allen, of Mississippi. He had 
heard that Allen had made some slighting remark 
about him, After Allen had accepted his challenge 
Mc: Ciellan declared that he would shoot out the 
tongue that made the remark. The duel was 
fought at forty paces with rifles, and he literally cut 
Allen's tongue out as he threatened. 

Que instance exhibits his courage. One day he 
rode upto an-inn in a little Mississippi town’ 
While he was dismounting a notorious bully and 
desperado of thet country, who had killed many 
niem"and was the terror of the region, ‘was on the 
inside with his reyolyer cocked and a watch in his 
hand. He had ordered the room cleared in five 
minutes, and every man had gone, although all 
were fighting men. When McClellan entered the 
bully iaced him and, with a big oath, informed him 
of the facts and that there were only three minutes 
left before he should kill whoever remained. Mc- 
Clellan, without moving a muscle or drawing a 
weapon, produced his watch, glanced at it, and 
said: 

‘‘My name is Alexander McClellan. I give you 
ten seconds to get out of here or you are a dead 
man,”’ 

The fellow yelled ovt: 

‘By tl uader, colonel, one-half of that time wil! 
do!’’ and he was out in two geconds. 

Later on in his career was hauntel by re- 
morse. Man-killing had leftits pains. Hislight wes 
never outin his room at night, and men said he 
slept not. When the Mexican war broke out he 
told the Rey. Peter Donan, father of the now only 
Colonel Pat, that he was weary with life; that he 
had never found any one who could kill him, and 
he was going to batile to seek death on the field, as 
he did not want to commit suicide. 

He entered the service as a volunteer, and from 
the first placed himself in the front point of danger, 
commanding attention for his absolute bravery. He 
was promoted again and again until he reached the 
head of a regiment, when he was shot through the 
body. Theu he returned home, saying ne couldn't 
be killed, and hazarded his fate in several duels 
thereafter. Ile grew more and more eccentric. and 
thought his opponents abused his confidence by not 
killing him. Then he met Mrs. Clay, a beautiful 


| girl of her time. 


She describes hint as the most fascinating man to 
women she ever met, possessing that serpentine 
power over women which historians and roman- 
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cers attribute to Aaron Burr—the same power that 
Mattie Ould, of Virginia, had over mien. McClellan 
proposed marriage to Mrs, Clay, but her friends ob- 
jected on account of his execssive dueling propensi- 
ties and the fear that she would be unhappy with 
him, She asked him to wait six months before re- 
plying, and during the interval did not care to mect 
him on account of his power over her.

This ‘‘eye-sore”’ has lately occupied 
most of his attention, and therefore could only 
devote one eye to the present issue in the east- 
ern Bn of Europe. 

‘*He should remember,that the interests and 
tranquility of Russia at home isnow of as great 
an importance to that country and its crown 
head, that it is to the German empire, for 
“home  rule’’ is equally dear to 
all nations. Experience has taught 
the world all over, that autoeracy, 
wherever it may establish a foothold, is not 
apt to make any concession for the good of 
the people, if it shortens their incoming mil- 
lions, derived from the excessive taxation upon 
thé poor, who are kept thereby in abject sub- 
jugation, by that ferce of absolutism. 

“The late events of the French government 
evidences that the spirit of republican France 
is fully up to the democratic principles that 
animates the United States. Their statesmen 
have overwhelmingly frustrated tlre designing 
monarchists. To reinstate themselves, even 
under the  consiant  agitations and 
aggravating intrigues of the  syc- 
cophant Germans at the frontier of France, 
of which the German chancellor was fully 
aware, and to whom must be charged those un- 
justifiable murders that have been committed 

y Germanf, either permissive or by hirelings, 
both illustrate that brutality which will in due 
tinoe surely secyge its own retribution. 

‘ France, wither millions of brave and pa- 
triotic hearts, unselfish in her character and 
policy, devoted to her chosen institutions, res- 
-olute to protect her rights, her interests, her 
integrity, her liberty and honor, remains calm 
and firm te maintain them all by peace if pos- 
sible. Whilst Germany has now involved her- 
self by the course of the policy pursned by the, 
imperial court of his ‘‘adorable’’ majesty 
Finmperor Wiliam Hohenzollern—whose 
popularity, with that of his eminent,chancellor 
(Bismarck) is better known and remembered 
by Hon. Karl Schurz and his copartners in the 
atiairs of their patriotic enterprise of 1848. 

‘“‘However, he has become a most excellent 
‘‘monarch,”’ and deserves their affectionate 
adulations—‘‘for even France herself used yery 
decent languarge, when they speak of the 
illustrious imperial family,’’ So says the Ger- 
man Oracle, whose spirit was moved to admit 
that it, and other expressions of sympathy 
touching the sad and suffering condition of the 
Kronprinz Frederic, ‘‘is greatly appreciated by 
the German newspapers.’’ However, seldom 
such complimentary acknowledgements 
are made by Germany. {t has 
a powerful bearing when contrasted 
with that of their renowned Chancelor Bis- 
marck. It is not surprising te note from the 
“Independent Belge,’ whose cerrespondent 
states ‘that Prince Bismarck had abandoned 
hig trip to San Remo, where he expeeted to 
obtain from the Kronprinz (sans céreimonie) 
lacte de renonciation of the throne.” It
